The Hague, March 22—After mature 


deliberation, the government has re- 


plied to Presidents Kruger and Steyn 
regretting it is unable to comply with 
their request for intervention after the 


formal announcement of Great Britain 
to accept no intervention, but adds the 
government of the Netherlands is al- 
ways ready to support steps tending to 


the restoration of peace. 


Lobatsi, Friday, March 16—The Boers 


under Commandant Snyman are ad- 
vancing in force from Maieking to- 
wards Lobatsi. 


Colonel Bodle made a reconnaissance 


March 13, and found Pitsani and Po- 
thalgo occupied by Boers. 


He returned to Goode Siding, made 


a demonstration March 14, and found 
the Boers in strength at a sharp curve 
on the railway. 


They had mounted a gun on the line 


and were lying in wait for the con- 
struction train. 


Brisk firing occurred four miles south 


of Lobatsi on the morning of the lath, 
and the Boer Maxim was freely used. 


Colonel Bodle came in touch with 


the Boers just in,time to prevent the 
cams being surprised. 


The Boers attacked an advance party 


and captured a few boxes of ammuni- 
tion and nearly secured a Maxim. 


Lieutenant Tyler was killed and 


Lieutenant Chapman captured. 


Colonel Bodle, coming up, put the 


Boers to flight with heavv loss. 


The Boers yesterday were within a 


few miles of Lobatsi. 


Yesterday afternoon, they pressed 


closely on Colonel Plumer's maim camp 
and kept up a hot fire with a Maxim, 
killing one white man and one native. 


They placed a Maxim, and a twelve- 


and-a-half pounder on a hill on the 
east side of the line, 4000 vards from 
the camr>. 


The British riffht was protected, by 


Chief Bath'oen, who warned the Boers 
not to enter his territory. 


Colonel Plumer's present endeavor is 


to,insure the safety of the railway 
north of Lotxatsi and watch well the 
left flank. 


It is probable before the Biiars re- 


tire towards Pretoria they will tackle 
the Rhodesians in force. 


It is reported the burghers are aban- 


doning the environs of Mafeking, leav- 
ing only a sufficient number of artil- 
lerists to man' the V-z suns.

the president and the senate leaders feel 
that: first, an agreement must be 
reached in some fashion; second, it must 
not require the humiliation of the Re- 
publicans who in the face of opposition 
at home, have in-sisted upon a nominal 
protective tariff between the island and 
the mainland of the United States; and, 
third, it must be upon a basis which can 
clearly be explained upon the stump in 
the coming campaign. 


The'limitauon of the tariff to two years 


as hitherto proposed seems to several of 
the senators too arbitrary. It is asked 
on all sides: "If only for two years, why 
Impose it at all, why not, instead, go 
without any tariff, and protect the Re- 
publican theory of the right of congress 
to impose a separate system of duties on 
the island by adding a declaratory clause 
to the effect, that this is not to Toe ac- 
cepted as a precedent in the case of any 
of the other territorial acquisitions con- 
sequent upon the war with Spain." 


The answer given is that the island 
1st have some revenue; that it can 
tain this only by internal taxation or 


V customs duties; that there is no ma- 
ainery for collecting internal taxes, and 
Jiat it would take about two years to 
establish a system. Meanwhile it is 
argued the island must live. By the time 
Puerto Rico has set up a tax system of 
its own the United States can take their 
'ands off, except for supervising the 
ork and the expenditure of the returns.

THE TROUBLE 


IN TOE ORIENT 


Washington, March 22.—Certain events 


connected with the eastern situation 
have led to a belief on the part of many 
in Washington that trouble is likely to 
come soon in China. Among the facts 
noted are the presence of the Oregon and 
New Orleans off the Chinese coast, the 
ordering thither \r the Wheeling and the 
sailing of the Newark to Hong Kong to 
Join the Monadnock; the augmentation 
of the British China squadron; the re- 
fusal of Itussia France and Germany to 
give satisfactory written guarantees to 
thib country pledging the maintenance 
of the "open door" policy in China; the 
threat of the empress dowager of China 
to close the treaty ports of Shanghai, 
Tien-Tsin and Xieu-Chwang, as a re- 
sult, apparently, of Russian influence; 
the continued discussion as to the ability 
of General Otis to send a portion of the 
American army from the Philippines 
into China. 


The lefusal of Russia, Geimany and 


France to give the desiied written guar- 
antees has an important bearing on thr- 
present situation, and indicates that so 
far as Russia and France are concerned 
they will not bind themselves to main- 
tain the open door until the political map 
of China has been rearranged. 


The specific purpose of the 
United 


States at'this time, aside from the inci- 
dental protection of missionary lives, is 
to maintain the status quo. This, of 
course, is the British desire, and Great 
Britain is probably more interested in 
the matter than the United States, for 
while the United States interest is purely 
commercial, Great Britain's influence \a 
political, in that she does not want Rus- 
sia to expand any further in China.

Boston, March 22.—In their annual re- 


port, which was transmitted to the leg-

the Watch and Ward society in its cru- 
sade against low resorts. The police say 
that it was upon evidence furnished by 
Lambert that the proprietor of one of 
the North End dance halls and his man- 
ager were recently convicted and given 
terms in the house of correction. 


A day or two since Lambert called upon 


the manager of one of the up-town clubs 
and offered, upon p-iyment of $25, to 
guarantee the club protection, not only 
from the headquarters and precinct po- 
lice, but from the Watch and Ward so- 
ciety as well, for six weeks, or for $40 
the protection would be extended to three 
months. 


The manager, appearing to think fa- 


vorably of the offer, requested Lambert 
to call again last night, as he wished to 
confer with his "partner." 
Meantime 


the police were notified, and when Lam- 
bert called last evening to close the bar- 
gain, the "partner" was present in the 
person of a special officer. 
Other officers 


were secreted where they could witness 
all that transpired, and when the $25 was 
handed over to Lambert he was at once 
placed under arrest. 
He was taken to 


police headquarters, where he confessed 
his guilt, but said this was his first of- 
fense. 
This, however, the police are in- 


clined to doubt. 


In his pocket was found a list of all 


the principal clubs and sporting houses 
in the city, and the police are confident 
that if his first venture had proved suc- 
cessful Lambert would have attempted 
to obtain money by similar representa- 
tions from others of those whose names 
were on his list. 


Lambert said that he was alone in the 


affair. 
He said that he was out qf work 


and that desperation drove him to com- 
mit the crime, as Ms circumstances were 
straitened in the extreme. 
He further 


said that he had found out "different 
things" while employed as a detective 
by the Watch and "Ward society, and as 
he had but 15 centp to his name he took 
desperate measures to obtain money to 
live on.

A Deadly Force That In Vied In Woden 


Harbor Defenses. 


Modern harbor defenses we described 


in St. Nicholas by Charles liawson 
Tburston. Ho writes: 


The torpedo mines are operated from 


mining casemufes located at the en- 
trances of harbors) or bays, the exact sit- 
uation and their interior arrangement 
being u department secret. Some mines 
are spherical in shape, about three feet 
in diameter, and constructed of steel. 
These, when in service, arc expected to 
hold 100 pounds of high explosives and 
to float near the surface. But they must 
be concealed as well as buoyant, and so 
to each is attached by a cable a mush- 
room anchor to keep tho torpedo just 
below the surface, out of sight and be- 
yond jthe reach of the fire of machine 
guns. 


These mines are intended for use in 


the channels that hostile shipti would 
have to Pail through, and arc formed 
in threes and set closely in the channel 
according to plans previously arranged. 
If necessary, the sea off tho entrance to 
a harbor or bay could beyrell filled with 
them. These mines may "be exploded or 
may be perfectly harmless according to 
tho will of the occupant of the mining 
casemate, who, with his important ap- 
paratus, is out of reach of shot and 
shell, there being tons of earth between 
him and the upper air. 


Out from this chamber through a tnn- 


nel below low water mark, and hence 
Bafo from discovery by the enemy or shot 
from them, run numerous cables to tho 
mines planted in the channel or in the 
sea.

This fossil is not 
more than three feet In height, includ- 
ing the rock on which it originally 
grew. The daintiest and perhaps the 
rarest coral in the collection is of 
white, tipped with pale pink and blue. 
These colored points stand out from 
the base, which is pure white. 


Aspergillum. known as Venus' flower 


basket, Is the most superb of all these 
treasures. It is appropriately named, 
and one might well imagine the god- 
dess of beauty bearing her sea flowers 
in this dainty basket The fibers are 
so delicately interwoven as to resem- 
ble the finest lace. Few of these speci- 
mens are in existence, and they are to 
be found only on the coast of Cebu. 
Their shipment to America required 
the greatest care, so fragile is this lit- 
tie gem. 


The museum has "also a collection of 


minerals from the Philippine archi- 
pelago, many of which bear witness to 
the great wealth to be found in the 
Islands. It includes almost every va- 
riety of minerals. The opals from the

JUDGE DEWEVS SUCCESSOR, 


Turtle or Hibbard, either would make 


a good successor to Judge Dewey. We 
believe North Adams "would be satisfied 
with either selection. A good deal is 
heard about the modesty of Governor 
Crane, but we hope that that modesty 
will not now stand in the way of Berk- 
shire county getting the honor that 
should come to it at the present time. 
The governor should assume the strict 
judicial attitude himself and give the 
superior court appointment to his own 
county, the county having the claim 
upon it, wholly ignoring the probability 
of some people saying that home senti- 
ment controlled the selection. Under 
all the circumstances we should expect 
the appointment to go to Turtle. Tur- 
tle is well qualified and is a republican.

The following is from the Springfield 


Republican—valuable because of the 
source—is a very just criticism of Mr. 
Bryan and makes the position of Sen- 
ator Hoar stand out in slewing and 
honorable relief from the uartv coil- 
tics of Bryan: 


"William J. Bryan has often to meet 


the criticism of those who btlieve that 
he lamentably 
failed in leadership 


when he resigned his colonelcy in the 
army and at once advised the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty of peace v;th Spain. 
The defeat of the treaty seemed as- 
sured, and Mr. Bryan's advice operated 
to disintegrate the strong democratic 
opposition.

I believed then and still be- 
lieve that it was better for the 
American people alone to settle the 
Philippine question than to try to 
settle it by diplomacy with Spain. 
If the treaty had been rejected, 
those who rejected it would have 
been held responsible for the con- 
tinuance of the "war and all that 
It imolies, including the risk of in- 
ternational complications. No hon- 
*8t man criticises me for advocat- 
ing the ratification! of the treaty 
without also statinsr that I favored 
a 
resolution promising indepen- 


dence (the Bacon resolution), and 
no reasonable man can dovbt that 
the adoption of such a resolution 
would have secured Peace in the 
Philippines.

•••• 1 be seen from this statement 


that Mr. Bryan was thinking about the 
future of the party, how the immediate 
action of its members would affect the 
political situation. 
Party considera- 


tions too strongly dominated him. He 
believed that rejpction of the treaty 
would practically absolve- the adminis- 
tration from responsibility for what 
might follow, and pla<'p the democracy 
in tl-c p >=;tion of being held arcount- 
ablp f«- i-fesulte that it would be power- 
less to control or shane. The advo- 
cates of the treaty promised that its 
ratification would enrl the war—and 
would always have insisted ur>on it— 
and held that the rejection of it must 
prolong the contest, with (he lively 
possibility that interference from Ger- 
many or some othor source would load 
tf> serious interaati ma.\ complications. 
Surh were the political alternatives of 
the momf-nt. It was in this Hcht that 
f'olon"!

cratic dislike of "militarism" we must 
say that a logician might take an army 
of 100,000 men through this plank with- 
out spoiling its Inconsistencies. 
"The 


Filipinos cannot be citizens without 
endangering our civilization," yet they 
are fit for self-government and there 
should be declared to them "the na- 
tion's purpose to give to the Filipinos, 
first, a stable form of government, sec- 
ond, 
independence, and third, protec- 


tion from outside interference." 
In 


other words the Filipinos are a no- 
good, uncivilized lot, but they are good 
enough for this nation to declare free 
and stand sponsor for before the world. 


"The Filipinos cannot be citizens

largely savage,

of America But they are good enough, 
advanced enough, intelligent enough, 
enough of everything, frorr- George 
Washington reincarnate in Ag^unaldo 
to the revolutionary patriots re-em- 
bodied in every. Tagalo, to be ready for 
the conferment of stable government. 


We protect ourselves, not the Central 


and South American states, by the 
Monroe doctrine, which can have no 
application in a case of the nature of 
the care of the Philippines. The Mon- 
roe doctrine- objects to the nossibilitv 
of foreign powers developing an au- 
thority in this continent menacing- to 
us, and that is the whole meat and 
kernel of the alleged protectorate over 
the Central and South American re- 
publics. Further than this we do not 
go and the chanceful historv of the 
little states to the south abundantly 
proves this assertion. 


And if these southern states are to be 


taken as an example of what an Amer- 
ican crotectorate would afford in the 
Philippines we are sure there will be 
no time lost in the rejection of the j 
stable-go\ ernment—independence—pro- 
gram. 
They have a new government 


with every meal in the centre and 
south with bayonets for toothpicks, 
and they are averse to paying debts 
until the collector appears in a man 
of war. 


great one. Napoleon gave one of the 
most celebrated examples of its utili- 
zation In his famous campaign, be- 
tween the Seine and the Marne in 1814. 
This advantage the Boers possess to a 
greater decree, perhaps, than in any 
other campaign in history. They can 
move their troops with ease back and 
forth between Natal and the .Oranse 
Free State through the passes of the 
Drakensberg. They are mostly mount- 
ed infantry, and as fhey are among 
their own people, they are not ham- 
pered in their movements, as are the 
British, by long lines of supply trains. 
They can thus move with celerity in 
any direction. 
They have also the 


railroad fram Ladysmith thtough Van 
Rennan's Pass into the Orange Free 
State and the railroad running through 
northern Natal into the Transvaal to 
Pretoria. The maps show the former 
road as ending at Bethlehem, about 
140 miles northeast of Bloemfontein. 
It is reported, however, that this road 
has been continued to a junction with 
the line joining Pretoria and Bloem- 
fontein at Kroonstad, a little more 
than 100 miles north of Bloemfonteln. 
Should the British, however, find it 
necessary to move troops from Natal, 
for instance, to northern Cape Colony, 
they must be sent to Durban, loaded 
on transports, shipped down the coast, 
unloaded, and transported ty rail to 
their destination. Another great ad- 
vantage the Boers have over the Brit- 
ish is their ability to secure accurate 
information. By cable to Delagoa bay 
they can get news from all over the 
world, including what goes from Cape 
Town. Besides, as a writer very well 
puts it, every farmhouse is a branch 
intelligence 
office 
for them. 
They 


know just what troops England has 
sent out, what disposition has been 
made <ft them, and probable plans of 
operations. To the British, on the 
other hand, everything that occurs be- 
hind the Boer lines is a sealed book. 
About all the information they can get 
is from prisoners and from the tele- 
graphic news from Pretoria. The lat- 
ter, of course, is what the Boers choose 
to send."—Major Sampson, U. S., in 
Collier's Weekly.

•school litigation has at last been set- 
tled. 
City Solicitor Crosby received 


yesterday the verdict of the board of 
arbitration, that was selectee! to settle 
the differences between- the city and 
Messrs. Hopkins and Roberts of New 
York, contractors who built the Pitts- 
fleld hlerh school. The arbitrators find 
for the petitioners to the extent of 
$8133, with interest of G per cunt, from 
the first of January, IS'JS, to date of 
settlement. 
This will maice the total 


award a little less than $10,000. 


Some time after the litigtitUin wat. 


started it is understtood that the city 
offered to settle for $15,000, but the firm 
declined to accept less than $22,000, and 
as a result the matter was submitted 
to a .board Oi arbitration. The iilaln- 
tiffs claimed damages of about $60,000, 
but there will be no aupeal from the 
arbitrators, as it was agreed that thcii 
dec-iHion should be final. 


Thp i.irnous litigation grew out of de- 


iays and out c-f ext: a work which the 
firm said it had done-t on account of 
which the building was not completed 
until 1S97, or about :7 mouths after 
the specified time. On account of this 
delay the city had admitted an indebt- 
edness of from $3000 to $4000, but efforts 
at settlement were futile.

perts have been called in on the case, 
including City Engineer J. H. Emigh of 
this city. 


A Bridge Kept In Repair by 
The byssua, or silky beard, by -which 


the mussel moors itself to the stone, is 
a familiar object of our sea rooks. It is 
In its nature like the silk of the Bilk- 
worm and exudes in a glutinous thread 
from an organ at tbe base of the foot. 


The following is an instance in which 


the mooring of the mussel was useful to 
effect a purpose which human skill 
could not accomplish. A large bridge, 
with 20 arches, in the town of Biddeford, 
in Devonshire, crosses the Torridge river 
near the spot of its junction with the 
Taw. 


The tide flows so very rapidly here 


that it was found impossible to keep tho 
bridge in repair by means of mortar. 
The corporation therefore keeps boats 
employed in bringing mussels to it, and 
the interstices of the bridge are filled by 
hand with these mussejs. 


It is supported from being driven 


away by tho tide entirely by the strong 
threads which these mussels fix to tho 
stonework, and by an act or grant it is 
a crime liable to transportation for any 
person to remove the mussels unless in 
the presence and by the consent of the 
corporative trustees.—Scottish Nighta.

"Sanitation'In Asia. 


The appearance of plague at Bombay 


and Calcutta has produced one good 
effect at all events. Before its advent 
those prosperous cities had come to be- 
lieve that thi^f had nothing to learn in 
regard to sanitation. There was a time 
when they were open to reproach in 
such matters as open sewers, polluted 
Water, and what not. But hy dint of 
liberal expenditure of money and energy 
they had made matters right and could 
even challenge comparison with Paris, 
Berlin and Vienna. When, however, tha 
awful eastern scourge, after striking 
firm root at the western capital, flew 
across the peninsula to the eastern, the 
public became a little doubtful as to 
whether sanitary precautions had been 
duly observed. First came inquiry, then 
dismay, indignation, wratbs as discov- 
ery followed discovery, each more ap- 
palling than the last. We refrain from 
giving particulars. Even to read these 
horrors is sickening. But a still more 
terrible question presents itself, If the 
two most cultured and wealthiest cities 
in Hindustan are in this dreadful con- 
dition, what must be the state of less 
favored centers of population in districts 
where there are few whites and many 
blacks? Were the plague to penetrate 
inland, it would, we fear, find many 
towns only too ready for its reception.

If it slides down a wave 
that the seal has raised, the seal swims 
after it. The seal is a very rapi-i and 
graceful swimmer. Sometimes this seal 
when it has to.=sed up the fragment of 
J.sh skin in this way will turn over in 
the water with a swift spiral movement 
and catch the fish skin on its bristles i 
again vrheu it comes up. It is some- ' 
thing like a man tossing things up in 
the air and then turning round and back 
in time to catch them when they come , 
down.

RESULTS OF CONTINUED OCCUPA- 


TION OF MEN WHO WORK. 


It Appears That Each Kind of Employ- 


ment Has It* Peculiar Ailment—Both 
Physd«al and Mental Workers Fall Un- 
der the Rule—Politicians Die Early. 


It is well kuovru that there are a 


number of dangerous trades wlJich give 
rise to .serious diseases; but, as a mutter 
of fact, almc-st every occupation. has 
gome ailment peculiar to itself. A doc- 
tor can always tell if his patient is a 
baker, for instance, by tho state of his 
teeth. The flour dust collects on tho 
teeth, becomes ;ieid and gives rise to a 
eperial land of decay. Bakers, qwinp: to 
their iuvgular life, sleeping in the day 
und v. oiking ;it night, and because of the 
hot air and dust, are greut victims to 
consumption. Blacksmiths, strong as 
they are, very often suffer frorj paraly- 
sis 01 the v;hole right side from the con- 
tinuous shock of hammering, and their 
eyes become weak from tho glare of the 
lire. Athletes, strange to say, do not, as a 
rule, enjoy long life. Professional boxers, 
wrestlers, gymnasts, cyclists, are short 
lived and saner from enlargement of 
tho h.jart and diseases of the lungs. 
Boilermakers get deaf from the contin- 
ual loud noise. Brewers and brewers' 
drivers drink beer in such large quanti- 
ties that they ruin their livers and gen- 
erally die young. Bricklayers and plas- 
terers are very healthy, and they are 
said to resemble asses in never dying. 
Butchers are very strong and healthjc, 
hut they suffer in health through eating 
little pieces of raw meat. Cabmen are 
noted for "nipping," and they endure 
the natural consequences. The cold also 
affects their faces to such a degree that 
the muscles of the face become frequent- 
ly paralyzed. 


Carpenters and cabinet makers are 


afflicted with varicose veins in the legs, 
and the action of the shoulder in sawing 
and planing produces a diseased condi- 
tion of the large artery that runs from 
the heart to the arm, so that there is 
not a carpenter living, a doctor says, in 
whom a curious noise may not be heard 
by applying the ear to that blood ves- 
sel. Hardly a single china scourer lives 
to old age without becoming asthmatic. 
Clergyman's sore throat is of course 
well known. It is said by some to re- 
sult from having the mouth open so fre- 
quently, the air going in that way and 
drying tho throat. Others say it is caused 
by the clerical collar. And others still 
say^it results from the fact that the 
clergyman preaches from a pulpit and 
has to bend his head downward—for 
barristers, who talk quite as much, do 
not suffer as much as clergymen, being 
on the same level as their hearers.

Their eyes get 
weak, and their lungs become quite 
black—miners' lung. Cooks, particular- 
ly male cooks working in Inotels, clubs 
and restaurants, get gout frcni contin- 
ually tasting rich food, and both male 
and female cooks get varicose veins and 
flat feet from long standing as well aa 
the well known achp of the face from 
the heat and dirt.

Dressmakers' long 
hours and confinement result in con- 
sumption very often, but more often in 
indigestion, poverty of blocd and im- 
paired eyesight. The fumes of nitric 
acid make goldsmiths' eyes sore, and 
they get cramps in their fingers from 
catching small screws. Nearly all the 
human beings who suffer from that 
awful disease, glanders, are grooms. 


India rubber workers have very bad 


headaches and great mental depression. 
Painters are poisoned by the lead they 
use so much, and all their muscles, but 
especially their wrist muscles, become 
very weak. Photographers get poisoned 
by cyanide of potassium. The Oust that 
enters the lungs of potters when they 
arc Fifting clay interferes so much with 
their breathing that "potter's asthma" 
is a well known disease. 
Compositors 


get cracks and fissures in the lips and 
small tumors in their mouths from the 
hahit of putting type in the mouth, and 
consumption attacks them frequently 
because of the stooping posture and tho 
confined, sedentary life. Politicians are 
greatest sufferers of all, the constant 
dram drinking giving them indigestion, 
jaundice and nervous diseases, killing 
them at an earlier age than members of 
any other piofcssicn. Sailors, very sin- 
gularly, -stiffer greatly from consump- 
tion, owing to the cold and damp and 
tho bad air of the forecastle. Salesmen 
and saleswomen in shops do a lot of 
standing, which gives them varicose 
veins and pains in the feet. Cloth scour- 
ers, who inhale benzine and turpentine, 
suffer frciu headache, lassitude 
and 


ncrvousne.ss. Shoemakers get their chest 
pressed in by the last, lose their appetite 
ami strength and havo headaches. Stone- 
cut tere' eyes are often injured by the 
flying stone.

the tea into the mouth and do not swal- 
low it, become so nervous that they can 
follow their employment for only a pe- 
riod of eight to tea years. The sedentary 
life of lawyers, artists, students and 
literary men gives rise to gout, which 
is said to kill more wise meu than fools: 
dyspepsia, which made Carlyle's life 
such a torture, and apoplexy, which 
carries off hosts of great men.—Pall 
Mall Gay-ette.

Board Record Breaking; Liners. 


"One of the youngsters asked me the 


other day," said the old skipper, "if I 
had ever been to Europe on a ' record 
breaking liner. I told him I hadn't and 
never -wanted to go there that way. 
It 


is just a question of engineers and stok- 
ers, mere landsmen, on a big liner, and 
I'd rather ship before the mast, even on. 
one of your lubberly 40 day, steel, square 
riggers with "cows like a canalboat, than 
go on a steamship. It would be just 
about as interesting to me as a trip on 
a railroad train. 


"The kind of sailing I like it -will 


never be the privilege of you, yonng fel- 
lows to indulge in. You will never 
know the fun of having a clipper craft 
as sharp as a steamboat under your feet 
jumping across the seas under a press of 
canvas never seen on ocean going sailing 
vessels nowadays, with her rigging as 
taut as iron bars, and your shipmates 
holding your hair on your head. 


" ' Vv'hat she can't carry she may lug,' 


was the text at sea then. I remember 
when I was in the clipper Northern 
Light we carried stru'u'sails slap into 
Boston harbor, making the famous pass- 
age of 76 days 4 hours from San Fran- 
cisco. Our ship worked like a basket, 
but we had shipped a double crew for 
the run, and one crew did nothing but 
pump ship. There was some cracking 
on of sail when ships of 2,000 tons or 
more had all their top hamper whisked 
over the lee side while the skipper was 
turning to spit over the taffrail.

after that some of the ships made good 
passages. It's a funeral nowadays to 
lose a topgallant mast."—Hew York

Planked Whitcfish and Shad. 


Planking fish is, as a rule, confined 


to clubhouses, wherej. large, open fires 
arc accessible, but Mrs. S. T. Eorer, in 
The Ladies' Home Journal, tells how 
planked fish may bo served to perfection 
in the smallest and most modest homo in 
America. "The peculiar flavor imparted 
by the heating plank makes the fish more 
delicious tban when cooked in any other 
way. If one has a gas stove, the method 
is quite simple, but the oven of a coal 
range may also be used with success. 
Secure a two inch plank the size of the 
oven, made from hard wood, oak or 
hickory. 
When ready to use, put it in 


the oven until it is so hot that you can- 
not bear your hand on it for an instant. 
Have the fish split down the back. Put 
it, pkin clown, on the hot plank. Dust 
with salt and pepper and baste with 
melted butter. 
In an ordinary coal 


stove, put it on the oven bottom, close 
the oven door and bake for 00 minutes, 
basting two or three times. When the 
fish is done, take it from the oven, gar- 
nish with parsley and lemon and send 
it to the table on the plank, placed on 
a Japanese lacquer tray just a little 
larger than the plank Whitefish may 
be planked in the same way." 


The Well Dressed Man. 


There is a certain professor in a cer- 


tain university of the United States'xvho 
once, at the beginning of one of his lec- 
tures on fine arts, got on the subject of 
tho kind of pins worn in the neckties of 
young college men. Ha was a good lec- 
turer and was always interesting, but

The best dreaaed man is 
tho man who, in whatever company he 
finds himself, is inconspicuous; who, 
you reali/n in an indefinite way, is well 
appointed, though you cannot well tell 
why.—Haider's Uouud Table.

The bear that figures in the story is 


known as Jack, aud he belongs to 
Lewis Ford, who formerly owned a goat 
ranch high up on the Cerro Colorado 
mountain, overlooking the lovely valley 
of the Sau Joaqnin. 


Ford found the bear when it was a 


cub, soft, round, shining and b^ok. 
Being wifeless, childless and alone, he 
adopted tho tiny onb and carried it 
home. 
Once there, Ford soon found 


that a foster mother must be provided 
for the infant, and so a frightened, 
trembliug, bleating 
she goat 
was 


brought to the house to take the place 
of the parent he so missed. It was only 
after much combined force and persua- 
sion the goat could be induced to adopt 
as her own the unkidlike orphan placed 
in her care. But the time came when 
foster mother and foster child were as 
happy and content in their relations to 
each other as if the sight of a nimble 
footed, bine haired "nanny"suckling a 
clumsy black bear'cub was of the most 
ordinary condition of affairs. The bear 
waxed fat on goat's milk, and a more 
docile, tractable beast never grew up 
tinder the guardianship of a humane and 
loving master. In the earlier days of his 
adoption the baby was a baby in truth. 
He would not be left alone, and it 
would have been a harder heart than 
Ford's that could have resisted the piti- 
ful whimper of the little fellow -when- 
ever he thought that he was to be left 
alone in the house. Had there been any 
to see it in those days they would have 
witnessed a strange sight. The great, 
broad shouldered man, following his 
flock as they grazed on the bunch grass— 
sometimes ive or six miles from home 
—and as he walked the steep mountain 
side, where it was so nearly perpendicu- 
lar that it seemed that only the goats 
themselves could gain a foothold on the 
rocks, carried the cub in his arms. 


When Jack grew older, he was trained 


to herd goats. Previously a number of 
dogs had helped Ford, bnt the bear and 
the doge could not agree, and so the 
dogs had to go. Jack took their place 
well, and they were never missed. For 
several years the bear continued to help 
Ford until the latter sold his ranch and 
prepared to go to his old home in Eu- 
rope. Then a number of his neighbors 
tried to buy the bear. Ford refused to 
sell him and said that if he could not 
take Jack with him he would not go. 
The difficulty about shipping the bear 
was overcome, and now he and his mas- 
ter are living contentedly in the old 
country, enjoying the fruits of their 
long, lonesome stay in the California

ESSENTIAL FEATDBE8 OF HIS PLAN 


|)r. SIcKim Would Rejuvenate Race 


by extinction of All Defective In 
Blind and Bloral»—Each Peraou to 
Be Carefully Examined Before Be- 
ing Condemned—DeatU to Be Pmin- 
les». 
Dr. TV. Duncan McKlm, a practicing 


physician of New York city, has writ- 
ten a book proposing a plan for the bet- 
terment of society and the abolition of 
the evils of heredity by the gentle re- 
moval from this life of hacorrigible 
criminals, idiots, Imbeciles, epileptics 
and habitual drunkards. Instead of 
requiring the state to support the hope- 
lessly insane, the morally degenerate 
and the confirmed criminal. Dr. Mc- 
Klm would have a lethal chamber to 
which these classes could be legally 
consigned, so that by their elimination 
the human race might be advanced to 
a higher standard, says the New York 
Herald. This method of reforming so- 
ciety is presented by Dr. McKim in a 
book entitled "Heredity and Human 
Progress," just published by G. P. Put- 
nam & Sons. 


No estimate of the number of llvea 


that would be extinguished or the sav- 
ing to the state is made. Dr. McKim 
oases nis argument on the broad inter- 
ests of society and pays little atten- 
tion to the economical side of the ques- 
tion. He says: 


"For the rejuvenation of the race we 


need to multiply those individuals 
•whose dominant craving is the altru- 
istic 
sense, and to eliminate those 


whose lives are ruled by baser selfish- 
ness. 
Among the many defectives 


thrown upon the state for maintenance 
and the many vicious held in restraint 
by the state on account of their crimes 
a system of elimination seems prac- 
ticable, and through it there would be 
given ever increasing opportunity for 
the expansion of such lives as tend to 
advance the standard of the race." 


Taking up the plan of elimination, 


Dr. McKim says: 


"The essential feature of the plan is 


the gentle removal from this life of 
such idiotic, imbecile and otherwise 
grossly defective persons as are now 
dependent for maintenance upon the 
state, and of such criminals as commit 
the most heinous crimes or show by 
the frequent repetition of crimes less 
grave, by their bodily and mental char- 
acters and by their ancestry, that they 
are hopelessly incorrigible. 
But we 


may specify more minutely the indi- 
viduals whom we should select for ex- 
tinction. 


"It is clear that all idiots would re- 


quire such a decision and of imbeciles 
by far the greater number. The ma- 
jority of epileptics would require ex- 
tinction, but those in whom the dis- 
ease has apparently bef-n caused by 
Injury or bv sonip removable condi- 
tion, whose i...uilies give indication of 
but little degenerate taint, should first 
be detained for a time. 


"Respecting habitual drunkards, the 


degree of addiction to drink which 
should necessitate extinction would 
best be decided through a physical and 
mental examination. Often the habit- 
ual drunkard would be found likewise' 
an epileptic; the victim of this com- 
bination of vice and degeneracy would 
require Immediate extinction. At oth- 
er times, and often, the habitual drunk- 
ard would be found weakrainded, and, 
whether his mental condition were 
that of congenital imbecility or of ac- 
quired alcoholic dementia, a prompt 
removal from life would be the obvious 
decision." 


Continuing, the doctor says: 
"The roll, then, of those whom our 


plan would eliminate consists of the 
following classes coining under the ab- 
solute control of the state: 


"Idiots, imbeciles, epileptics, habitual 


drunkards and insane criminals; the 
larger number of murderers, nocturnal 
housebreakers, such criminals, what- 
ever their offense, as might through 
their constitutional organization ap- 
pear very dangerous, and finally crim- 
inals who might be adjudged incorrigi- 
ble. 


"Each Individual of these classes 


would undergo thorough examination, 
and only by due process of law would 
his life be taken from him. 


"The painless extinction of these 


lives would present no practical diffi- 
culty. In carbonic acid gas we have 
an agent which would instantaneously 
fulfill the need." 


Dr. McKim combats the theory that 


the taking of life Is a divine punish- 
ment. In nature, he says, even a life 
of a more perfect kind is sought, and, 
taking this as a guide, he would have 
the laws amended so that life can he 
taken by judicial process when It Is 
detrimental to human progress. 
He 


urges that were the remedy once gen- 
erally adopted many individuals who 
no'vf appear incapable of reform would 
break their habits of vice and crime 
and become useful members of the 
community.

\\ill be held at the local police station 
till he is sent bick to Plattsburg- for 
court martial. 


Hassan is 21 years old, and gave his 


home as Pownai when he enlisted. He 
•\\ as sent to Plattsburg-, where he was 
assigned to Company D of the lath 
raiment. Early this week 
Sergeant 


Foy, who is in charge of the local sta- 
tion, received notice from Plattsburg 
that Hassan h-ad deserted. 
Sergeant 


Foy sent word to Pownai, and yester- 
day afternoon Demity Sheriff 
A. J. 


Merchant of that town arrested him. 
When arrested he was working for a 
Mr. Bates, to whom it was said he had 
engaged as a farm hand for the sum- 
mer. 


Sheriff Merchant brought Hassan to 


this city and turned him over to Ser- 
geant Foy, who had him locked up in 
the police station for safe keeping. 


When asked how he came to leave 


without permission Hassan said he did 
not know he was a soldier and that he 
could not leave. He said he wanted to 
come home, and did so without asking 
anybody's permission. 


His offense is made more serious from 


the fact that he took away his uniform 
\\hen he left Plattsburar, and left it at 
his parents' home in Petersburg, N. T., 
so that when arrested he was in citi- 
zens' clothes. This will count as strong 
proof against him that he meant to 
desert. 
When 
arrested, 
he 
asked 


Sheriff 
Merchant to let him go to 


Petersburg and get his uniform so that 
he could wear it on returning to Platts- 
burg, which TS ould enable him to plead 
that he meant to return. He was not 
allowed to do this. 


He will be held at the police station 


here and turned over to Captain Tor- 
rey when the latter comes Saturd'.;- 
Captain Torrey was notified last eve- 
ning of the arrest. He will be taken 
back to Plattsburg for court martial on 
the c'targe of desertion.

penalty for this in time of peace is 18

•,'ave a hearing on the petition of Ar- 
thur H. Burton that owners of bicycles 
tryclcs and vehicles 'of a like nature 
shall pay n.n annual tax of $1 on each 
machino, tho net proceeds to be ap- 
plied to the city or town roads or to 
the building of bicycle paths. Mr. Bur- 
ton, 
who is an assessor of the city of 


Worcester, 
appeared in favor of the 


bill, which, he said, would do much to 
further improve tho roads of the state. 
Representative Tatman of Worcester 
said that he advocated this bill as a 
wheelman. Ho thought the more such 
measures wore discussed the more in- 
terest the public would be induced to 
take in the subject of good roads. 
Such a bill would be a bonefit to wheel- 
men. 


George A. Perk'ins Oj.posed the bill 


accompanying the petition, on the 
ground that cities and towns would ap- 
propriate so much less money for the 
improvement of roads if this money 
was added to their general funds. He 
said this was class legislation of a 
sort not desired by the wheelmen. Mr. 
Perkins also spoke In favor of his pe- 
tition for the building of sldepaths for 
the use of bicycles in cities and towns 
under the control of commissions. This 
honring was not completed at the time 
the committee adjournri 


Troy-Williamstown Road to be Incor- 


porated Within a Month 


The survey of the Troy, Williamstow 


and Grafton railroad has been complet- 
ed and the maps are boing prepared. 
The papers of Incorporation will be filed 
within a month. The engineers esti- 
mate that the cost of constructing the 
road will be S12.000 a mile. As now 
planned the road will be thirty-one 
miles long. 


It is proposed to locate three povor 


stations instead of one. The induction 
will be lest;, and, while there will bt> a 
greati-r outlay of money on tho slai t, 
it is belh-vod that the expense of run- 
ning1 the road will be less. If only one 
power siatiun is built it will be located 
at Orafmn. 


Tin- \Viilianif-town mountain, which it 


has bs'i-n proposed ta tunnel, is about 
XOO ieot in hrMcrht. 
The tuntiel would 


start ;.-n the west sido about two iniU-jj 
east of Petersburg, and on the east 
side two miles from AVilliamstown. Tho 
i-opt of tunneling the mountain is esti- 
mated at $:"0 a foot, and the length of 
tho tunnel would bo 1,000 feet. 
It is 


estimated that three miles of 
road 


would ho saved by constructing the 
tunnel.—Troy Times.

IT WASJOICIDE 


Selma 
Herzog's 
Sudden 


Death 
Was 
Caused 


by Strychnine Which 


She Took 


AUTOPSY HELD THIS MORNING 


She Visited Drug Stores Several Times) 


to Secure the Poison. Believed to 


Have Worried Over Love 


Matters 


The death of Miss Selma Herzog of 


Adams, which was reported yesterday 
was .suspected of being a case of sui- 
ciJP, proves to have been such. An 
autopsy held this morning developed 
beyond doubt that Miss Herzog died 
as the result of strychnine which 
she swallowed with intent to kill her- 
self. 


The autopsy was performed by As- 


sistant Medical Examiner Bushnell of 
this city, in the presence of Dr. H. M. 
Holmes, Dr. H. B. Holmes, and Dr. D. 
E, Thayer, all of Adams. Strychnine 
was found in the stomach in sufficient 
quantity to cause death. 


It developed that two clays before her 


death Bliss Heizog went into a drug 
store in Adams and aski d for some kind 
of poison to kill vermin. She was given 
some insect powder. The following' day 
she returned and said she wanted 
something to kill a dog-. Her manner 
was somewhat peculiar and the drug- 
gist recommended that she use chlo- 
roform or have the dog- shot. The girl 
then asked what kind of poison it was 
that killed a woman some time ago in 
Adams when taken by mistake. She 
was told it was .strychnine. "That 
would kill a dog, wouldn't it?" she 
asked. She was told that it would, but 
the druggist refused to sell it to her. 


She then left the store, and going- to 


another store, called for strychnine to 
kill a dog. Having learned the name 
of the poison, her manner was more 
confident, and she was sold 10 grains of 
the poison. 


The cause of her act is not known, 


as she left no message. It is believed 
however, that worry over a love mat- 
ter was largely responsible for it. It 
was understood that her relatives did 
not encourage her friendship for a 
young man of whom she was fond, and 
it is thought that this preyed on her 
mind, so that when she became slightly 
ill some days ag'o, she brooded over it 
until she decided to kill herself. 


She leaves her mother, Mrs. Caroline 


Herzog, with whom she lived, and three 
brothers, Herman and Gustave of Ad-, 
ams and Paul of Schenectady.

funeral will be held Saturday 
after- 


noon.

Pittsfield's New Theater 


Lucius L. Bridge, 
theatrical archi- 


tect, of Springfield, was in Pi'ttsfield 
yesterday and, with C. Archie Bur- 
bank, the Purchaser ok the extensive 
real property on Summer street, looked 
over and laid out the site of the new 
theater, which Mr. Burbank is going 
to build on his land andi the ;vlans for 
which Mr. Bridge has already drawn.
